The head with a mans face and breſt, is re- 
l1g10n : Tf tius bee dead, then nothing but all monſtrous 
fins will appeare,which will bring ruine and deſtrugion 
to all honourable families : Wherefore let me labour to 
ſttr you vpto be divinelynoble,and to become true Chri-= 
tians: and becauſe our meeting is to doe honour to a 
worthy Souldier, and toa braue Commander, giue mee 
leaue to vie for this purpoſe ſome few examples drawne 
from military diſcipline: 
Firſt, Souldiers in the freld may not vie their wea- 
pons as they will, butas they are commanded. The 
Musketeere mult not diſcharge when helifteth,but when 
the Officer bringeth him vp and fayth, Preſent fire : {o 
likewiſe the Cannoneere-In our fpirituall warfare, Chriſt 
1s our Generall, wee are his ſouldiers to fight vnder his 
banner,our weapons are our ſoules with their faculties, 
and our bodies with their members, and theſe muſt bee 
vied as God commandeth, not as wee defire- Our yn- 
deritanding.muſt know God aright, our will mult chuſe 
what 1s good , our atfe&tions mult loue God aboue all : 
and for our bodies, wee muſt not abuſe them to per- 
forme the luſts of the fleſh: or make them brewers hor- 
ſes to bearemuch quantity of wine and beere : but Wee 
wit giue vp owr mmbers weapons of reghteonſneſſe ts 
true helineſſe : our tongues mult prayſe God, or pray to 
God ; oureyes muſt not looke oa range women to 
luſt after them: our eares muſt heare Gods Word : our 
tale mutt eate Chritts fieſh,and drinke his blood, in the 
blefled Euchariit: our hands mutt reliene the poore: our 
feete muſt carry vs into Gods Temple, - and to wiht 
the {:cke and ſuch asare in miſery : In one word , wee 
mult offer yp our ſoules and our bodies a living facris 
fice, holy,acceptableto God,which 1s our reaſonable ere 
uing of God. 


C | Secondly, 
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Secondly, Souldiers execute what the Commander 
willeth , without arguing and asking why they ſhould 
doe fo: as let the Generall ſend to {ſuch a Collonelt to 
enter ſuch a breach, to make good ſuch a place, he pre- 
ſently obeyeth , for they know that the Generall his of- 
fice is for direction: the Officers and Souldiers duty is, 
ro put his dire&1on into execution. Euen 1o0,looke what 
our Generall Chriſt hathcommanded in his Word, that 
muſt we execute,without diſcufling by our naturall rea- 
fon , as did eAbrahaw in oftring vp 4/aack, and as the 
lewes ſayd vnto Moſes, Whatſoeuer the Lord comman- 
deth, that will we.dce. Euen o, let vs rather dye,then 
not performe all God willeth and commandeth ys to' 
docs | 

Thirdly, Soutdiers which beleager a'Towne, 'vie two! 
kinde of ttratagems. 

Firſt,they make themſelues maſters of the riuers, they 
cut oft all ſprings of water which ſuccour the Towne hey 
enquarter themſelues and bloeke vpthe Towne,fo thatmor 
reliefe of Ammunition, of Victuall, or of men, ſhall any 
wayrelicue the Towne-Euen ſo muſt we doe: finne is our 

ereatenemy: then take heed that we take away from the 
Krength of ſinne, and flee finne and all occafion of finne:- 
Addenot to our originall corruption,euill thoughts, e-: 
uill words orewll deeds. If any man had two ſwords, 
and being to fight with his enemy, ſhould lend him one: 
this were the-next way to haue . his throat cut with his 
owne ſword. Hence euery -one coueteth to difirme- 
his enemy.: ſomuſt not weeadde finne to ſinne, this 
were for .to bring finall deſtruction to . cur owne: 
ſoules- 

Secondly, they doenot onely endeauour-to withhold 
all neceſlaries from the Towne,butrhey vſe all the means 
to offend the beſieged: for they: raiſe their batteries to- 
make breaches, they make their approches, build ther 
gallies, ſpring their mines,they haue ladders to ſcale cg

good with his ſword, and if he bee in place wherethey 
may conuenently buckle,then none'is more baſe orſub- 
mifle thena coward : Enen fo,refift Satan, and hee will 
auoyd thee, but giue the leaſt way to his temptations, 
and then he will fetch ſeuen other deuils, and they all at 
once will emer into that man, and make his end farre 
worſe thenhis beginning. All this that we may better 
performe,let vstake to vs the ſhield of fayth,and pray to 
God,that all our thoughts,words,and deeds,may be be- 
gun,continued, and ended,to his glory. And foI paſſe 
to the ſecond thing. Princes and great men Are ſubiett to 
mortality.

Death ſeazeth on the King in his Palace,as well as on 
the beggerin his cottage- It 1s determined for all mento 
dye once. Death, Gods Baylite, returneth not his writ 
with a Non eſt inuentis tn balinano#fra: but death brin- 
geth corpms cam canſa to the King of heauens bench. A 
King may loue his friends, and aduancehis followers 
to honour , but to adiourne death, or to fill the empty 
veines with lively blood, or the dry bones with mar- 
row, or redeeme life from the power of the graue: in 
theſe things, nor Daxid, nor any other 1sa King , 2, 
Reg. 5» 7. eAmT God, fayth the King of 1/racl, 
to kill , and to gine life, or can I heale Naamans le- 
proſie ? 

The Vſesof this Dotine are theſe» 

Firt, let every man petſwade himſfelfe that he ſhall 
eye. This may ſeeme a paradox: for is any to fottiſh as to 
1magine he ſhall nener dye ? Beloued,bee not decemed, 
I am perſwaded, few men doe dreame of their owne 
death: for there is none ſo old, but thinketh he may line 
vie yeere longer, and then another, though in generai} 

wee 
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A. wee ſay all ſhall dye: yet-in numbering'our particu'ar 
he lives, we thinke our ſelyes ſhall never dye. Two ſhips 
ey meete onthe ſea, they jn eyther ſhip thinke themfelues 
"i ſand (hill, and theother to bee ſwiftof fayle, whereas 


both ſayle,though the one faſter then the other. Euen fo, 
men are as ſhips: ſee wean old man with a Raffe in his 


's, | | 
as hand ſtooping downeward ? Alafle,poore old man, ay 
_ we, hee cannot live long-Heare wee a paſſing-beil ? Oh 
ty one is going ont ofthe world: Vifit wee a ficke friend ? 
_ Wethinke he can hardly live till motning- Thus we ima- 
mY gine, all other men are dying,but we ttand ii: whereas 
"A  alafle, they may goe alittle before, and wee are ſure to 
ut follow after. 

Secondly , let this teach vsto prepare our ſelues.to 
dye, that if death be ſuddento vs inregard of expeRta- 
tion, yet death may neuer be-ſudden to vs inregard of 

"n preparation: death 1s like the Baſiliske : It is reported, if 
_ a Baſiliske firlt ſee a man before the man ſee him, that 
it then he killeththe man : bur if a man firſt ſee a Bajiliske, 
wy then the Baſiliske dieth. Thus is it with death: If death 
A firſt lay hold on a man before he is prepared to dye,then 
_ death killeth that man, body and ſoule for eyer: but if a 
y manfirſt looke on death, and euery day prepareto dye, 
Ys _ death is but anemtrance into euerlaſting happi- 
| neſle. 
n | It is a worthy thing which hath beenerelated to me, 
A of that braue ſouldier,of a noble Family, Sir /obn Bur- 
a rough , who receiving a mortal] wound inthe Iland of 
Rees, and being adutied not to feare death, but to pre- 
| for another world, he an{wered : I thanke God, I

be! his death : therefore before his eyes doe fleepe;or his 
eyelids flumber,or the temples of his head takereſt,make 
his peace with God for all ſinnes: that whether -he- l1ue or 
dye hee may liveand dye to the Lorg, and Iefus Chriſt 
-may be to himaduantage, And (oI paſſe to the laſtthung. 
"Notice is tobe taken of a great mans fleath-K now ye nor, 
&-c.The death of a great man,and of a meane man is like 
the report ofa Cannon and of a Musket: a Cannon 1s 
heard maty miles, butra Musket for a little ſpace-So,1ita 
great man dye , all men ſpeake of it: as, ſuch an Earle, 
tuch a Biſhop,ſuch a Commanderis dead- But if a poore 
man, or a common ſouldier dye, few of his neyghbours 
and friends accompany him to the graue, and there is an 
endofhim. Buti a great man dye,whichis able to doe 
his Country ſeruice,notice fhall beetaken of it tolamenr 
his death: ſo is e-Ab»er heere bewayied both of King and 
people. In E/ay the 3- chapter, God threatneth it as & 
plague, He will take away the ftrong man,and the man of 
warre, Therefore as Lament.1.15.16.The Lord hath tro- 
den vnder foote all the valiant men in the middeſt of mee: 
for this thing I weepe nine eye, enen mone eye caiteth out 
water, becauſe the Comforter which ſhould refreſh my 
ſoulets 'farre from me. "God taketh away good men, 
and great menin mercy and iniudgement-In mercy,when 
God taketh away a bad Prince, and giueth a-better, as 
hee tooke Sawl, and gaffe D414. Hee tooke away. from 
this land Queene Hary and gaue vs Queene Elizabeth. 
Or when God taketh away a good Prince,and giveth a- 
nother good one in his-place. Thus he tooke away /Le- 
ſes and gave 7ofna:thus from vs hee tooke away King 
[ames,and gaue ys King Charles, whom God long pre- 
ſerne among-vs: God taketh away great mengin iudge- 


ment, eyther when he taketh good Gouernors, and ray- 


ſeth yp none 1n their Read.Thus when all the Rulers were 
dead which knew Aoſes & loſhua, God gaue the Iewes 


0 Rulers: for wthoke dayes there was no King in Upatho 
ha ut 
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but enery one did what ſeemed beſt in his owne eyes.Or 
elſe God taketh away good Rulers, and rayſeth vp bad, 
as he tooke away Samwel;and gaue Saul, Let vs confi- 
der,if within theſe few yeeres God hath not takenaway 
many of ourbraue Gentiles, and worthy Sonldiers : but 
where haue we a ſucceeding generation ?, What are our 
Ships without Saylors ? What. are our Gunnes without 
men ? What are our men without diſcipline ? And how 
can we haue diſcipline, without brane Commanders, and 
experienced Souldiers ? Philip, King of Macedon, ace 
counted the eAtherians happy , becauſe they were able 
every yeere,toſend outten worthy Commanders,where- 
as he onely had Parmenio. Hence did this Nation floriſh 
heretofore, and was a terrqur to all Nations. Y ea Charles 
the eighth of France attired his ſoukliers Iike Engliſhmen 
to make them more fearefull to his Rebels : but now alas, 
of late God hath not gone forth with our armies, bur for 
our fines he hath made vsan hiffing and a byword to 0- 
ther people. Oh,now Abner hath leave to dye,and men 
of action by the {word neuer leſſe regarded,nenerbetter 
{pared. Well,blefſed be God for our peace, and pray we 
all forthe peace of our ler»ſalem:Let them proſperwhich 
loue it: yet let not vs be ſecure. The ſons of Zermiah may 
betoo mighty for vs,though ourenenuesabroad do fleep, 
and the Papiſts at home are not plotting treaſons : yet the 
deuill all this time may rocke the cradle,and God ma y 
one day ſuffer the child to awake: & therefore let not {© 
many Abwers nor this worthy Abner beforevs dye,with- 
out {ence of a publike lofſe,and an vniuerſall condolment 
ofthe whole State-For fo faith my text, Know yee notthat 
a Prince, ec? A Prince,that is, a prime man, a principall 
 Commander,a valiant Souldier, and a worthy Warrter- 
And having finiſhed my text,giue me leaue to ſpeake of 
this preſent occaſion, Prolomens asketh a Queſtion, What 
courſe men noblein birth, & quality of mind,yert oppreſ- : 
{ed with pouerty, ſhould take to liveby,and to befruittull 


| members inthe Commonweaith?He anſwerd,They may in 
| Et 5: no 
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no wiſe praRiſe any baſe or mechanicall trade, but they 
muſt addiR themſelnes, eyther to the ſeruice of their 
Prince , orbee Prieſts of Gods Altar, or elie give them* 
{#lues to chivalry; and a military life. This latter kinde of 
calling, our Covfitryman this noble Commander vnder- 
tooke-What, to be a ſouldier ? 

Nulla fides, pietaſque viris qui bella ſequuntar, 

There is neyther faythnor piety in men of warre which 
live by their ſword : But Gods Word will gainefay this. 
Abrahamthe father of the faythfull,was a ſouldier,when 
with 300-armed men he aroſe and reicued Lot, and the 
Kings which were taken priſoners. 7aco6 his grandchuld 
was a Warrier: for,Gen.4$.22, hee gaue to /o/eph a por- 
tion abone his brethren, which,fayd he, I got out of the 
hands of the Amorites by my fword and by my bow. 
Danid a godly man was a fouldier, for God did teach 
his hands to warre, and his fingers to fight,and he entred 
che liſts and fought a priuate duell with great Go/zah, 
that monſter of the Philiſtines,and he did cut off his head 
with his owne {word- Inthe new Teſtament, the Cen- 
tnrion was ſo beleening,as Chriſt fayd, Yersly { hae not 
found ſo great fayth no not in Iſrael. And Corneline , Cap- 


' Laine of the Italian band, Ar 10. was a deuout man, 


who feared God, with all his houſehold , which did 
give much almes tothe people,and prayed God continu- 
ally.Thus we fee, ſouldiers may be,and oftenare,very-re- 
ligions- * And they are neceſſary members tor the Com- 
mon-wealth. Hence Gabriel Simon did picture «11s 
Ceſar ſtanding vpon a Globe of the world,hoiding in 
his left hand a booke, & in hisright hand a ſword drawne, 
with this Motto; Ex vtreg, Ceſar: to ſhew that the Em- 
pire was gottenand held byarmesand good letters, And 
the great Turke, going into his Oratory to performe his 
deuotions, the Taleſman with a loud voyce willeth him 
to remember,that asthe Empire was gotten by inltice, 


and military diſcipline, fo it muſt be mayntayned by the 


lame 
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fame weapons:for as inthe body naturall, if the head ad* 
uiſe fiever ſowell , the eye ſee never fo clearely,and the 
toung ſpeake neuer ſo pleafingly,yet if the armes be dead 
or diftoynted, the body can neyther offend other, or de- 
fend ur felfe. Euen ſo,in the body politicke: If the head, 
that 1s, the King, by his Councell aduiſe neuer ſo well: if 
the eyes,thatis,the reverend Biſhops and Cleargy,ſee ne- 
ner fo well,and expell all miſts of error, ſuperſtition and 
idolatry, if thetonguehat is, the leamed Indges and 
Lawyers adminiſter juſtice never ſo vprightly: yet if the 
Strong men,the men of warre, which are the armes of the 
Kingdome,be dead,or diſarmed, we can neyther offend 
any other, nor defend our ſelues from the invaſion of an 
enemy: All which doe ſhew the neceſſity of the Honora- 
ble profeiſion of a Souldier-To come now to my ſudiect: 
This valiant Souldier firſt went for his Countries feruice, 
Portxgal voyage. Then he ſerued in the wars of Brittany. 
Thirdly,He went Cales voyage. Next the Tland voyage. 
Fiftly, He went into /reland,w here he was Collonellto a 
troopeof Horſe, which being caſſier?d, he was made Lien» 
tenant tO a Foote-company-After all theſe trauels,& dan- 
gers,he went to Oftend,the molt famous hege taat ener 
was,or I thinke,euer will be. The enemy valiantly aflaul- 
ted, the befieged yaliantly repulſed them. The then Ge= 
xerall, the honour of our Nation in this latter age, Noble 
Sir Francs: Vere,employed him being but a priuate Gen- 
tleman,ina fally:in which he got the tirſt badge of his ho- 
nour, being ſhot intothe thigh with a musket bullet. And 
the Generall obſeruing his valour, and his ſtout and diſ« 
creete anſwere, tooke ſych liking of him,as ſhortly after 
his returne he made him a Lieutenant,and 1na little ſpace 
after,he made him a Chiefetaine,we ſay aCaptaine,which 
hee alwaies to his dying day wou'd acknowledge with a 
moſt thankefull mind, to be the ground of all his honour 
and fortune. And ſuch was his fidelity ever after, to that 
noble Generall,as he would not endure any manito ſpeak 
D balely

baſely of him, or intheleaſt meaſurcto detra& from his 
worth-Hauing gotten this honour he ſo carried himſelfe, 

for valour, for diligence, for in{ight in his Ofhce,as thar 
the late Prince of Orange of famous memory, and the | 

now iliufti3ous and victorious Prince,and all the army no- 

ted his worthand merit-And ſtill he aduanced himſelfe to 
higher place,being made a Seriant Maior of a Regiment, 

and after that a Lientenant Collonell. 
Degcnreres anemos iimr vrghit, hew quibmns ulle 

Taitatus veniis, que beta exbanſta canebat, | 

ſayth Queene Dzdo of brave e#&nea-:{othis worthy Ca p- 

taine neverharboured the leaſt thought of baſe cowat- 

diſe in his brejt. How many dangers ? How many bat- 

files ? How many skirmiſhes? How many heges hath ke 

pait thorow ? yea, with lofle of blood,but ahvaies with 
gaine.of honour. I may ſay of him,as is fayd of Ulyſſes, 
Omnia pericula intrepide pertrayfit, he ranne thorow all 
dangers with an vndanted reſolution : and as Seneca of 
another, fit vir vere forts, gloriam maluit quam vitaw, 

he was a mantruely valorous, hee had rather maintayne 

his honour then to preſerue hislite- And which 1s more, 

he did not abuſe Gods bleſſings,as many doe, to ryort 

and waſte, but know ing hee1s worſethenanInfidell, 
which prouideth not for his family : yet abhorring a baſe 

and ſordid courſe,he lined in afit equipage for his place 

and dignity, and yetlett a large poſieflion behinde him 

__ tor his poſterity. $o I may truely lay of him , 7//e ſais 
1/4 «rt waioribus viriute_praterit, hee ſurpaſſed all his Ance-

{als Ceſer, whenhe ſaw great Alexanders Monu-. | 
mMcnt,and that it was written on has Trophee, That at 32. , 
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yeeres of age, he had conquered the Eafterne parts of the 
world: did preſently weepe, to thinke, that himſelfe being 
thirty foure yeeres of age, had doneno memorable Ac, 
to purchaſe honour to his Country, or to himſelfe. And fo 
me thinkes,this patterne of true Ngbility before vs,ſhou!d 
{t;rre vpthe brave {pirits of our Gentlemen: ſpecially,the 
yonger brothers of families,not to ſpend their dayesinidle- 
nefie,na Taverne,or the like: but they ſhould endeuour by 
ſome vertuous profeſſion to augment their fortunes,and to 
addeluftre to hal Families: 

But to goe forward, Abner in-my text did fall: ſodid this 
our Abzer ; but as Dauldſayd, Dyed Abner as a fools? 
thy hands were not bound, nor thy feete tyed with 
fetteys of braſſe. So, did this brave Commander dye ltke 
a' toole ? as a baſe man that is whipped in the ftocks? 
or asa malefa{tor which is led bound to execution ? No 
ſurely,but as we fay,Oportet imperatorem mori ftantem: An 
Emperour ſnould dye ſtanding. The comfortableſt bed for 
a Preacher todyein,is the Pulpit. So,a Souldier ſhould dyc 
honorably in the field.And thus did this noble Leader dye 
an the bed of honour,inthe field,in the execution of his Ot- 
fice,and the face of his enemies-And as Danid, the Nobles, 
and the people,buried eAbner nobly,and mourned for him: 
{o the Prince,and the whole Army bewailed this Souldiers 
death: and they did burie his bowels there,in an honoura- 
ble manner. His body 15 brought to bee interred in his owne 
Citty, and Country. And as when King ofah was buried, 
all /uda and 7er»ſalem mourned, and came to his buriall:

all the Country round about,of the prime ranke,tor Knights, 
Cleargy,and Gentlemen,with the graue Citizens.and others 
came to perfornfe their laſt duety of civil] humanity, and 
Chriftiancharity, to his deceaſed corps,defiring to giue him 
that honour, which while he lived, he worthily purchaſed to 
himfelfe by his valour-I,but all this may be laid ofanIniidell, 
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3s of Alexander,Ceſar,Scipio, Hanibal. Marke then forhis 


{oule,and for him,a true Chriſtian Noble. His cuftome,when 


he came into England was obſerued, fill on the Sabbath, 
and on the Lecture daies,to frequent Gods Temple,for tc» 
heare Gods Word: and where hee liued, I am credibly en- 
formed by diuers,that twice euery day in his priuatecham- 
ber, hee did vie to pray heartily, and feruently to God on 
his knees,both for the forginenefſe of his owne fins,and for 
a bleſſing vpon his family : and he did dayly vieto readein 
the Bible,and in other good bookes: But ſome weeke be- 
fore his death,he wasfarre more deuour, and giuen to holy

As the Swan, f this Chriſtian noble Lieutenant Collonel], 
ready to leaue the world,did fing more ſweetly,then euer 
hedid beftore-And hecarried into the army,not only ſword 
and ſpeare , weapons for a Souldier : but for his Chriſtian 
warfare, he had his Bible,his Prayer booke, and other Au- 
thors of holy deuotion. What ſhould Ifay more?He which 
in his life-time gaue ſucha teftimony of a liuely,and of an 
vnſayned repentance: and he which dyedin the quarrell of 
Gods true Religion, and for his Countries firme Alies : I 
doubt not bur in the Canon of charity,I may apply to him 
the ſaying of S.Paul, He hath fought A good fight,he bath fi- 
xiſbed a good courſe, Therefore hee 1s now crowned with 

lory in the Kingdome of Heauen : where wee leaue his 
Pls ſinging with the heauenly Quire, Amen , Halelluiah, 


\ glory,honor,and maieſty be giuento God,& to the Lambe 


that fitteth ypon the T hronefor euermore-And we commit 
his body to the graue to ſleepe and reſt in peace,till the ge- 
nerall reſurre&ion at the lat day: where they which haue 
done ew!l, ſhall arife to enerlaſting damnation, and they 
which haue done well, ſhall ariſe to enerlaſting faluation.
